record was broken at Charles Biver 
park, tonight, in the first heat (one 
mile) of the matched race between Al 
bert Champion and Major Taylor, the 
former going the mile in 1m. 29 4- 5s,, 
flying start. The previous record for 
the distance was 1m. 80s., made by 
Jimmy Michael.

Mr. McKinley May Ask Con- 


gress to Ratify Them. 


OPPOSES REVISION OF THE TAEITF 


Believed Threatened European Re- 


taliation Can Be Prevented by the 
Treaties Already MeKotlated—Opin- 
ion« of Prominent Coujfrexsiiuen. 
Washington, Aug. 7.—A Washington 


correspondent says that western men 
iu congress and out of it who have 
road the ^statement made by Senator 
Cullom immediately after his visit to 
the president at Canton are of the 
opinion that it may be safely taken as 
an Indication of the intentions of the 
president In the next session of con- 
gress and that there will be an execu- 
tive renewal of the recommendation 
for action upon the reciprocity treaties 
now "hung up" in the senate and pro- 
scribed by several protected industries 
that have hitherto been more influen- 
tial than the president with congress. 


Senator Culloin is very conservative, 


never 
venturing opinions 
until he 


knows they will have the full and cor- 
dial Indorsement of the administration 
and his constituents. Just at present 
and on this topic he is more particular 
than ordinarily, for the reason that hi; 
may be chairman of the very important 
senate committee on foreign relations. 
In this capacity he will have the man- 
agement of the reciprocity treaties 
which it is the desire of the president 
to have ratified. 


Next to Senator Frye of Maine Sena- 


tor Cullom is ranking member of the 
foreign relations committee, and it is 
the understanding of the president that 
the senator from Maine will prefer his 
present position as chairman of the 
commerce committee, which will leave 
the succession TO Cullotn. It Is to the 
latter, therefore, that the president has 
contided his wishes in regard to tilt- 
reciprocity treaties.

Costly Dress of SnvaRe Belle*. 


The most expensively dressed women 


in the world are to be found not in Paris 
or in London, but in Greenland, among 
the semisavage Inoits of the east coast. 
One young girl seen by Grnndemnun 
owned a wardrobe of furs that could 
have been readily sold in Bond street 
for $10,000. 


A dress that attracted h!s special no- 


tice was made, so far as the body was 
concerned, oC sealskin; the hood was of 
that rarest of all rare furs, the silver 
fox; 
the fringe was formed of wolverene 


tails, while tie entire garment, including 
the hood, was lined throughout with the 
soft, velvety fur of the young sea otter. 
Around her throat she wore a two yard 
long boa of real sable. 


The average cost of the dresses worn 


by the Indian women belonging to tho 
tribes that line the banks of the Colum- 
bia and Fraser rivers is about $750. 
The frock is of deerskin, rendered by a 
tedious and laborious process as soft and 
pliable as silk, and which is yet well 
nigh as stont and wear resisting as a coat 
of mail.

Upon the weaving 
and adornment of this one article of dress 
a girl will often spend almost all her 
spare time for six or seven years, and so 
highly are they valued by their owners 
that it is almost impossible for a stranger 
to purchase one, no matter how tempting 
a price he may offer. 


The Chilluck women have acquired the 


art of weaving fabrics from the fur of 
animals, an art understood nowhere else 
on the globe. The number of animals 
sacrificed to make a "dress length" of 
this curious kind of ''cloth" is enormous, 
since only a smnll portion of the fur of 
each can be utilized. 


Graul saw a Dyak girl with a golden 


corset At first it was thought to be 
brass, but a closer inspection proved it 
to be made entirely of the more precious 
metal. 


The material had been welded into 


rings, of which there were 40 in all, the 
smallest being round the waist, and the 
others increasing gradually in circum- 
ference as they approached bust and hips.

age.

cultivate a list of symptoms which is 
worse than any ever printed in a patent 
medicine circular. 
When they get a 


really imposing set of symptoms they 
come in to see me, looking troubled, 
and give me the whole bunch without 
stopping to take breath. Loss of ap- 
petite is tho principal complaint; then 
insomnia; tarred tongue, headache and 
» general disinclination to work. 


"Sometimes the patient thinks his 


heart is in bad working order or that 
bis liver or lungs are in poor shape, but 
the main thing is that he wants to be 
ordered out of town. 
If I suggest some 


simple tonic or a little exorcise tho va- 
oationitis patient looks sad and senons 
and tails me in confidence that he is

Change Hade Regarding Postomce 


Clerk and Carrier. 


Hereafter, applicants for positions in 


he postoffice either as 'clerks or carri- 
ers, will have a little mere luxury iu 
he way of age regulations, so that 
here may be younger men and older 
men emplojed by Uncle Sam in carry- 
ng the mail. 


For many yens candidates for the 


position of letter carrier have been elig- 
ble only if they were over 21 years of 
age or under 40, and applicants for 
ilerkships were classed as "upwards of 
21." 


In accordance with a rule made by 


President MoKinley some while since, 
he minimum age for carriers, and 
clerks as well, has been fixed at 18, and 
he maximum age raised to 45 years. 


While this will give a wider field to 


ha carrier aspirants, and many young 
men will probably apply for the nexl 
civil service examination, it will pre- 
clude aged men obtaining clerkships in 
he department.

The cyclone which passed over the 
ity shortly after three o'clock thi* af- 
ernoon blew down the immense ston* 
bed of JohnPeiree&Co.,at the navy 
yard, burying from 50 to 60 men under 
he fallen timbers, engines and hoisting 
machinery, killing one woman, Mrs, 
Neally , wife of Howard H. Neally, a 
member of the Naval band, who with a 
party of friends had sought shelter in 
he building, and injuring a score of 
ithers, several of whom are expected to 
die. 


The old wooden dry dock containing 


wo small crait was blown around and 
eft drifting in the river. 


The work of clearing up the debris of 
he big stone shed was at once begun 
nd the work of rescuing the men un- 
dertaken. 


Search for the dead add injured com- 


menced at once, and as fast as the latter 
were taken out they vere taken to the 
aval hospital. 
The first to be uncovered was Mr. 


Sleally who was pinned down by sevar- 
ross beams. He refused to be touched 
.owevej:, until his son was taken out. 
'he little fallow was within three feet 
f his father and being comforted by 
oothing words from bis parents. 
Both were extracted and the search 
enewed. 


Airs Neally was found about fifteen 


eet away, pinned down and dead, 
'imbers were sawed and the dead form 
enderly removed and taken to the hos- 
ital.

Hand Oar Domestic Service Over t« 


' tli^": ScxTTli«t 'Will Qrgnni*? It on 


BuNljteM Principle*. 
The Scotsman in a long article on do- 


mestic servants reveals the fact that the 
"servant .question" is a burning one in 
Great Britain as well as here. Most 
Americans have the idfa that you must 
go to the old country to find perfection 
in domestic service, but our contempo- 
rary shows that the problem is coexten- 
sive with Anglo-Saxondom. "Wherever 
two or three women are gathered to- 
gether," says The Scotsman, "the con- 
versation turns on the shortcomings of 
the domestic servant" 


It is not BO in the east. "You never 


hear any man or woman who has lived 
in the east talking with praise of the 
home comforts of England, for it is of 
no use concealing the fact that by con- 
trast with the smooth domestic life of 
India, the absence of household wear and 
tear and worries, British housekeeping 
appears on uncomfortable, chaotic sort 
of proceeding. 


"English women who pride themselves 


on being good housekeepers continually 
look after, and supervise their servants 
till all the lawful responsibility of the 
maid is merged iu that of the mistress. 
The good housewife's perennial cry is 
that she is worried to death to keep her 
eervanis up to the mark. A constant 
supervision seeing to be the chronic bur- 
den of the British housewife. 
The 


'white lady* of the eastern bungalow 
would nevpr dream of supervising the 
mealp for dinner party or the arrange- 
ment of the table. She tells her stately 
Hindoo butler, her Cingalese appu or 
her Chinese servant that so many guests 
are coming to dinner. As a matte* of 
routine he writes put and submits to her 
apprpval p menu of six, eight or ten 
courses, as the case may be. She crosses 
out any dish she does not like or adds 
those she would prefer, impresses on 
him thnt everything is to be very nice, 
and he does the rest without fuss or fur- 
ther trouble." 


In France. Germany, Holland and Bel- 


gium there Is still domestic discipline, and 
domestic 'servantsiare fairly satigfaetory, 
but in .Bug!ami Jinil the United States 
discipline hns gone to pieces. "The" fault 
is not- altogether with the .servant. We 
ourselves,-T-he Scotsman things, have de- 
preciated housewifery as an adequate 
occupation lov women. "We force our 
girls," says the writer, "into divided 
skirts and Bet them to hoiden about in 
hockey and cricket 
field. 
Naturally 


enough, they grow up strangers to home 
and homely ways. Their great ambition 
when married is to board as paying 
guests, so as to avoid the 'bothers' of 
housekeeping! Apartment houses where 
'catering is done on the premises' are in- 
creasing and multiplying in the land. 
Pensions, private hotels and boarding 
houses are becoming the order of the do- 
mestic day. Trouble with servants is a 
popular cry and the perennial excuse for 
living in flats, taking table d'hote meals 
and possessing the fifth part of a house- 
maid thrown into the boarding and lodg- 
ing bargain." 


The remedy Is to hand ogj- domestic 


service over to the sex that Tvlll regard 
it from a business point of view and ap- 
ply to it the same organizing capacity 
that succeeds in running railroads, steam- 
ships, express services, etc., according to 
schedule, without regard to "nerves" or 
the weather. "Th« fact of the matter," 
says o«r contemporary very sensibly, "is 
that mm all over the world make much 
better domestic servants than women can 
or do. Probably the woman of the east 
would make us poor a servant as the wo- 
man of Great Britain, and for the snme 
reason. Your pretty parlor maid, with 
her jaunty cap, frills and lace trimmed 
apron, takes It for granted that she will 
spend only a very few years as a disciple 
of the duster. She intends to 'better her 
self by marriage, and she ties her dainty 
cap strings with one eye to the parlor 
and both for the grocery man 'with pro» 
peers.' 


"The stop gap element enters into— 


and spoils—nearly every branch of wo- 
man's work. There is not one cook or 
housemaid in a million who looks for- 
ward to single blessedness and domestic 
service for all the days of her life. That 
is what they are all looking to—and your 
chops and sauces are perennially spoiled, 
and your bedrooms only half dusted, 
from the rooted conviction of cook and 
the assurance of your youthful housemaid 
that the drudgery of domestic service will 
shortly be ended by a timely asking of 
the banns. 


"Men servants realize that their lot in 


life is cast in the kitchens and that it is 
to their manifest advantage to send up 
their* value and wage- earning, capacity 
by a standard of efficiency. Their only 
chance of bettering themselves lies along 
the lines of skill and devotion to duty. 
And it is more than likely that the man 
servant of all nations has a wife and fam- 
ily to support. The dusky little natives 
in the servant's huts of an Indian com- 
pound give your butler a motive for 
keeping his place. Bnt the young green- 
grocer so constantly calling at the 'back 
door b>\ra the ways of progress on the 
part ot the parlor maid."—Baltimore 
Sun.

Uncooked bananas arc difficult of di- 


gestion.

Meat, fish and fowl should be quickly 


seared on the outside when cooked. 


Potatoes', cucumbers, celery or lettuce 


are the best accompaniments for fish. 


If you dip the hands into cold water 


when making raw fish into balls, it will 
not stick. 


Clean the beets before boiling them, 


but be careful not to break the skins if a 
bright color is wanted after they are 
dorio. 


In cooking onions end cabbage plenty 


of water should be used, and it is well to 
change it at least once because of the 
strength of the flavors. ' 


A few of the youngest pods are some- 


times thrown into the kettle in which 
peas are boiling, considerable sweetness 
and flavor being obtained from them.

To Keep Picltle* Sweet. 


Pickles should be kept in nnglazed 


earthen jars or wooden kegs. 
Sweet- 


meats keep best in glass jars. Unglazed 
stone potB answer well for common trait, 
A paper wet In brandy or proof spirit and 
laid on the preserved fruit tends to keep 
it from fermenting. 
Both pickles and 


sweetmeats should b« watched to see 
that they do not tertnent. particularly 
when the weather U warm. 
Whenever 


they ferment, turn off the vinegar or 
sirup, scald and turn it back while hot. 
When pickles gtow soft. It Is owing to 
the vinegar beingf too weak. To strength- 
en it beat it scalding hot, torn it back on 
the pickles and when lukewarm pat in a 
little alum and a brown paper wet in 
molasses. If it doea not grow sharp in 
the course of three weeks. It is past re- 
covery and should be thrown away and 
fresh vinegar turned on, scalding hot, to 
the pickles.

When it became known 
thnt

strike order had been Issued, messages 
began pouring in'.o the Amalgamated 
headquarters from nulls operated by 
union men announcing that they would 
respond to The call, and a general shut 
down can be looked for in all except 
the Carnegie plants. 
These are in a 


position to supply most of the structur- 
al shapes, plates, billets and 
rails. 


There is no demand for sheet slabs or 
billets for hoops. 
The rail trade has 


been fairly well supplied for the year, 
and the shutting down of the National 
Steel and Federal Steel companies' 
plants •vvill not cut much of u figure in 
the rail situation. It will damage build- 
in 55, however, aud shipbuilding will be 
generally delayed not so much on ac- 
count of the loss iu- plates as In steel 
jangles and shapes. The United States 
Steel corporation .has taken advantage 
of the strike 'clause, and canceled all 
foreign contracts, aud home deliveries 
are slow.
